WARCHISTS RIGT AT =A FIRE 


Trial of Deroulede Is Expected To 
Bring on Trouble for the Police. 
Demange Has Been Blamed 
by the More Ardent 
Dreyfusards. | 


Paris, September 11.—The courtmartiai 
wis afteznoon signed a formal recom- 
méndation for mercy in the cage of Cap- 
tain Dreyfus. Its object is to eliminate 
the degradation feature of the punish- 
ment. The recommendation will be hand- 
ed to General Ucus for President Lou- 
bet. 

Except for slight street disturbances 
tonight Paris has remained unexpectedly 
quiet, but this condition of affairs is not | 
likely to continue. The long, heavy rain | 
of yesterday, combined with the fact that 
the leaders of the opposing parties were 
all at Rennes prevented any organized 
demonstration. Then, too,the general pub- 
lic was detighted with the verdict as con- 
firming the prevailing opinion. 

Now, however, they are beginning to | 
see the want of logic in conceding ‘‘ex- | 
tenuating circumsiances’ to a corvicted | 
traitor, a concession which excites doubt 
as to the strength of the case against 
Dreyfus. Moreover, public opinion is be- | 
ing sobered by reading the comments of 


however remote. that the exhibition will 
be boycotted, which would mean a loss 
of millions to the country. 

Deroulede Will Cause Trouble. 

There is little doubt that the trial of the 
Déroueledists next Monday, at which it | 
is asserted sensational evidence will be 
developed and the reopening of the cham- | 
ber of deputies will be signals for fresh 
troubles. At present both parties are tak- 
ing breath, but the latent anirnosities are 
undiminished. 

It is estimated that the last year’s pro- 
ceedings have cost the Dreyfus party at 
least 1,500,000 francs. They do not intend 
to let matters rest and rumors are re- 
vived of the impending arrest of General 
Mercier. He declares that he does not 
tare what happens, being quite satisfied 
that he has done his duty.

He 
is rather inclined to a conciliatory poliry, | 
extending even to a pardon for Dreyfus. |

Serious Riots Take Place. 

A serious fire broke out this evening in 
the Rue Barbey. which was recently in- 
vaded by anarrhist rioters.

When the police attempted to clear the 
streets they were hooted by roughs and 
several firemen were severely injured. 

Later in the evening an attempt was 
made by a band of men, shouting “‘v.ve 
Vanarchie’’ to break into the St. Josephs 
church. The sacristan, armed with a 
gun, appeared in the doorway of the 
church and threatened to blow out the 
brains of the first man who entered. The 
Crowd then retired. 

Shortly afterwards a force of police 
appeared and cleared the streets. During 
the struggle a revolver was fired at the 
Officer in command, but no one was in- 
jured.

MAMMOUTH MORTGAGE CLOSED 


A Decree Against Elyton Company 
for Over $2,000,000. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 11.—Chan- 
cellor Carmichael today rendered a de- 
cree foreclosing the mortgage of $2,500,000 
held by the Maryland Trust Company of 
Baltimore against the Elyton Company, 
successors of the Elyton Land Company. 

The decree orders the property sold in 
with the exception of the 


Company, which is to be sold for the 
benefit of all divided trust bondholders. 
There are one million seven hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars of these trust 
bonds, and the fund securing them con- 
sists of notes taken for property and 
property reverting to the company on 
some of these notes unpaid.

| pany are worth over $4,000,000, and much 


of them consists of valuable lots in Bir-

MISSIONARIES SLAUGHTERED. 


Taureges Reported To Have Mur- 
dered Frenchmen. 

Tripoli, September 11.—A courier who 
has arrived here reports that the French 
mission headed by Four Foureau and 
Major Lamy has been annihilated. He 
the mission was attacked by an 
immense body of Tuareges, who, after 
terrible loss, killed al the 
members of the mission by force of arms. 

On March 22d of this year a dispatch 
was transmitted from Algiers to Paris 
a party of Tuareges had attacked 
a European expedition on its Way to 
Air, in the Sahara, killing 100 men and 
capturing part of its caravan. 

It was said that the expedition attack- 
ed must have been the Foureau-Lamy 
mission, but on March 23d, official dis- 
patches reached Paris from Biskara, 
214 miles southeast of Algiers, that the 
Foreau-Lamy expedition had arrived at 
Agaibes two months earlier, and that it 
could not, therefore, have been this 
party who was killed by Tuareges. 


BARON FAVA REQUESTS ACTION 


Italian Ambassador Pays a Call to 
State Department. 
Washing‘on, September 11.—Baron Fava, 
the Italian ambassador, had an inter- 
view today with Acting Secretary Adee, 
respecting the inquiry which is making 
into the killing of the five Italians at 
Tallulah, La., last summer. He was in- 
formed that the state department had 
not yet received the detailed report of 
the Louisiana authorities wpon this sub- 
ject and it was intimated that the mat- 

ter might be referred to congress. 

The ambassador was informed also that 
the state department had heard nothing 
of a reported intention on the part of 
our government to apply with greater 
vigor than at present the immigration 
laws, with the purpose of excluding Ital- 
ian immigrants. 


COD FISHERY IS A FAILURE.

Secretary Reitz Leaves To Confer with 
British Authorities. 


THE TENSION REMAINS HIGH 


Transvaal Mining Interest Will Be 
Closely Protected. 


NO ALARM OVER ENGLISH TROOPS 


It Is Understood That the Increase 
in British Soldiers in South 
Africa Is Natural. 


Pretoria, September 11.—Excitemenat 
prevails here pending the decision of the 
cabinet. Secretary of State Reitz has left 
this city for Johannesberg and Capetown. 
The likelihood cg war is much diacussed. 

The coming of British troops is not re- 
garded as meaning certain war, but 
merely as making up for the paucity of 
troops in South Africa so much com: 
mented upon in the last month. 

President Kruger has issued a notice 
warning burghers who intend to go shoot- 
ing beyond the river Limpco, which 
forms for many miles the northwest and 
north limit of the Transvaal, that they 
will be severely punished unless they 
first obtain permission from the loca] au- 
thorities. 

The tension remains high pending the 
receipts of Mr. Chamberlain’s dispatch. 
It is asserted on excellent authority that 
the Transvaal government, with a view 
of keeping the mining industry going, 
has decided to protect i* in every possible 
way. As a first step the government has 
notified the Rand companies that their 
men still receive protection as long as 
they remain peacful, and should war 
unfortunately occur, the men will be 
given a tressonable time to leave the 
country if they desire. 

It is officially announced that the ar- 
ticle in the gold law about the confisca- 
tion of claims and mines belonging to 
people convicted of treason or conspiracy 
against the state which was last year 
eliminated, will be re-enforced. The ar- 
ticle also gives the government power to 
order that the mines bs worked, and 
provides that if this instruction is disre- 
garded the government may work them 
through its agents. 

Commander Ge: eral Joubert denies that 
the war department is ordering heavy 
ordnance and rifies. He declares that he 
is anxious for the preservation of peace. 


REITZ LEAVES FOR CAPE TOWN 


War Is Still Regarded as LikelThood 
at Pretoria.

New Orleans, La., September 11.—(Spe-

ter is seriously ill with the disease, and 
another.case at New Orleans. caused a 
general renewal! of the quarantines. The 
new case at New Orleans was reported 
from Euterpe and Carondelet, near the 
two previous ones, but the board of

A close ex- 
amination of the department will re- 
veal the above to be facts. With the 
limited number of city detectives and 
SO Many Cases and calls to be worked 
the question might be asked: ‘‘How 
ran eight men answer so many calls 
and prosecute so many criminals, re- 
cover such an amount of‘stolen goods 
and spare two or more of the men to 
work on one case?’ So long as the 
detective department of the eity of 
Atlanta has to work blind tiger cases 
and other similar cases its progress 
Will not be as good as when the de- 
tectives are allowed to work only 
felony cases for a higher court than 
the recorder’s. A detective, in my 
judgment, should always be in a posi- 
tion to obtain evidenge in any case 
from any citizen, but yehen he is de- 
tailed to arrest illegal whisky sellers 
or other violators of about the same 
charge, the time wlll soon come when 
he cannot obtain evidence in grave 
cases.

“Savannah, Ga., September 7, 1899.—Hon. 
O. B. Stevens, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: Recurring 
to our recent conference in regard to the 
cultivation of. sugar cane in the state, 
for strictly commercial! purposes, I beg 
to again vou of my appreciation 
of your expressed willingness to 
erate with those who are seeking more 
light before urging our people to grow 
eane to give support to sugar plants to 
be located central to areas producing cane 
supplies. 

“Georgia was the original cane-growing 
state of the federal union. The ruins of 
two sugar plants in the vicinity of Sa- 
vannah bear witness to this. One of 
these plants, situated opposite the city, 
an old diary affirms, was used as a 
place of refuge and safety for the women 
and children during the siege of Savan- 
nah in 1779 by the combined forces of the 
and their allies. under Counts 
D’Estaing and Pulaski. The cther plant, 
the ruins of whfch are more clearly 
traced today. was located upon Oatland, 
another island adjacent to Savannah. 
and was undoubtedly erected after the 
1evolition. 

‘Originally the center of sugar cane cul- 
tivation. when her jurisdiction limits 
practically embraced the state in the 
civilization of that dav, how well does it 
become Savannah today to lead in the 
effort be're inaugurated to restore a 

industry to its primal importance 
contributing to our agricultural 
weaith? And, as always, in her history, 
how proper, too, that in assuming the 
burden of this campaign of education, 
Savannah should seek the benefit of the 
whole state In the result she hopes to at- 
tein by her work? 

‘There is no reasonable room for doubt 
that sugar cane cultivation eave wav 
to rice and cotton in the seacoast as the 
latter crowded out the cultivation of to- 
bacco in the interior counties of Georgia. 
No more conclusive proof as to rice is 
needed than the recent publication in The 
Morning News of this city of an extract 
from the diary of the late James Hamil- 
ton Couper, one of the most learned and 
practical farmers Georgia has ever pro- 
duced. In Mr. Couper's day it was not 
known that the best results from sugar 
cane culture are obtained from the up- 
lands and not from the alluvial deposits 
that constitute the productive element in 
our rice fields. Hence Mr. Couper did 
wisely in abandoning the cultivation of 
sugar cane for rice upon these. areas. 
Professor Stubbs, of New Orleans. our 
greatest authority upon cane cultivation 
and sugar production in recent years, has 
confirmed this fact by exhaustive scien- 
tific deductions. 

“When Georgia, then, in 18295, gave ‘rib- 
bon cane’ seed to Louisiana to improve 
her own seed, she bequeathed to Lou'‘siana 
the mine of wealth that is today the 
chief pillow in her agricultural strength.
